in, frustrated with the

means of strengthening Town 
‘Meeting’s action. 

“It’s time to go on record and 
support Town Meeting action,” 
Cain said. “There has been no 
response from the MBTA because 
town officials [have not backed] 
the Town Meeting vote.” 

However Newhouse, Wandell 
and Rooney indicated they felt 
Cain’s vote was less in support of 
Article 41, and more in opposition 
of the commuter rail station, 
{which each supports. 

Selectman Mike Newhouse 

said he shared Cain’s frustration 
swith MBTA response to town con- 
ferns regarding the proposed 
‘commuter rail station. 
+ However, Newhouse said the 
board should refrain from a vote 
‘until the matter is discussed with 
state legislators Jim Miceli, 
Bruce Tarr and Charles Murphy, 
scheduled to appear before the 
Selectmen on September 27. 

“I will let the Town Meeting 
vote speak for itself,” Newhouse 
said. “I agree with some things 
said at Town Meeting, and dis- 
agree with others.” 

Rooney also asked the vote be 
postponed until Selectmen had 
met with the legislators.

Parents advised to

WILMINGTON- The 
Wilmington School Committee 
took action against a driving 
school that parents are alleging 
overcharged them during the 
1996-97 school year.

TEWKSBURY- Town Manager 
Dave Cressman pulls no punches 
when he describes the quality of 
existing town hall office space. 

“It's Z-class,” said Cressman, 
sarcastically referring to the stan- 
dard office space quality measure- 
ments Class A, B or C. 

But the half-million dollar con- 
version of the Patton Library into 
thé Town Hall Annex will provide 
four departments with A-class fa- 
cilities, and will open up room for 
the departments which remain in 
the present town hall. 

“{ Town] employees will be work- 
ing in office space typical of what 
most firms have,” Cressman said.

MBTA “windmill”

Once the larger MBTA commuter rail station is constructed, as it 
almost certainly will be, Wilmington Board of Selectmen Chair Bob 
Cain will be left to make sense of his Don Quixote-like fight against 
its construction. 

Ihave no doubt that Cain only has the town’s best interest at heart 
when he repeatedly hammers home points like the Town Meeting 
approval of Article 41, or the MBTA’s repeated failure to respond to 
the Planning Board’s requests for a revised traffic study (among 
other issues) 

However, with the MBTA land takings for the rail station com- 
pleted, and their attempts to relocate affected businesses already 
underway, it appears Cain is fighting an uphill battle 

He has suggested the MBTA consider other locations for the 
parking lot, and will ask the Board of Selectmen who previously 
endorsed the project, and legislators who have lobbied for the 
project, to withold their support until the rail station plans receive 
Planning Board approval.

mentation of the master plan, 
which Bigwood estimates will 
cost approximately $1.5 million. 

The fourth and fifth phases are 
for the erection of signage along 
the restored canal route, and cre- 
ation of a Middlesex Canal muse- 
um. Wilmington alone is slated to 
have 22 signs, costing $3,000 each, 
Bigwood said. 

According to Woods, the aim of 
the project is to restore the canal 
‘as close to its original condition 
as possible. This may include 


returning water to sections of the 
canal. Underwater surveys would 
be required to determine the con- 
dition of the canal floor and 
banks. 

The canal restoration was 
funded under the state trans- 
portation enhancement program, 
which funds non-traditional 
transportation projects, including 
walking trails and bike paths. 

Although regional transporta- 
tion enhancement projects are 
overseen by the Northern 
Middlesex Council of

It also sug- 
gests praising and ing them 
for their good behavior, going out 
for pizza instead of watching tv, 
and telling kids you love them as 
another deterrent. While this is cer- 
tainly part of the answer to drug 
use and even violence, it is not a 
long-term solution nor can it allevi- 
ate fear. 

So, if you're tired of all the rheto- 
ric and debate and are still looking 
for the real answer to “What’ll we 
do about kids, schools and guns,” 
you'll find it at Good News Live, 
September 19.

After two seasons as the head 
football coach at Tewksbury Me- 
morial High School, Brian 
Aylward’s won-loss record stands 
at 500 even, winning 10, losing 10, 
and tying one game. But his life- 
time involvement withthe program 
has definitely been a win-win propo- 
sition, not only for himself, but 
also for the groups of Tewksbury 
kids who continue to restock this 
proud institution known as Redmen 
Football. 

Aylward, who succeeded his fa- 
ther - longtime head coach and 
current TMHS AD and vice-princi- 
pal Bob Aylward - at the helm of 
Tewksbury football two years ago, 
literally grew up in the program. 
And he’s continued to grow along- 
side it, right into the head coaching 
position. 

“Tewksbury football has meant 
somuchtomy life,” Brian Aylward 
said, “from the time I was running 
around the locker room as a little 
kid to being blessed to be able to 
play football in the program. And 
now I am very thankful for the 
opportunity tc coach this group of 
kids: to ask of them the commit- 
ment and hard work we ask of 
them and get them toa point where 
success is possible. There’s tre- 
mendous satisfaction in that.” 

Aylward starred at Tewksbury 
as a running back/linebacker and 
asa New England Champion wres- 
tler before graduating with the 
Class of ’87 and heading south to 
Providence and Brown University. 
After that he took his Ivy League 
education right back to the only 
place he really cared to be: 
Tewksbury. 

He took a position teaching so- 
cial studies at the high school and 
became an assistant to head foot- 


ball coach Joe DelGrosso (Bob 
Aylward left the duties to his assis- 
tant after signing on to coach 
Nashua High School). Under 
DelGrosso for four years Brian 
continued to learn the coaching 
«ropes he had been exposed to his 
nle life, Then he coached along- 
side his father for two years when 
Bob returned triumphantly from 
southern New Hampshire to pilot 
the Redmen to consecutive Super 
Bowl appearances and a victory

over Walpole in 1996. When he re- 
tired from coaching for the TMHS 
AD’s office, Brian formally inher- 
ited the team. 

“This is a great job to have, it 
really is,” he said. “There are so 
many positives. I couldn’t think of 
something that I would want to do 
more and I couldn't think of any 
other place in the world that I 
would want to do it.” 

For that first year as coach, 
Brian took over a team that suf- 
fered some significant losses to 
graduation but that still possessed 
a ton of talent and Super Bowl 
experience. With the program’s 
venerable coaching staff, includ- 
ing offensive coordinator Gary 
Ballou and defensive specialist 
Brian Hickey, still in place, 
Aylward guided that team to an 8- 
2-1 record and a shot at a third 
straight league title that came up 
short. 

“Those two (Super Bowl] years 
we had a tremendous amount of 
talent,” he said of a group that 
included.three athletes currently 
playing Division 1-AA college foot- 
ball: Tim Lavoie at Colgate, Ben 
Christopher at Maine, and Mike 
Torode at New Hampshire. “Those 
were good years. We lost a good 
group of kids but we still put to- 
gether a real good season.” 

Last year it finally bottomed out 


with a 2-8 season. 

“A year ago going into it we 
suffered some real setbacks that 
were tough to overcome with the 
limited depth that we had,” Aylward 
said. “It was a tough year ina 
tough league. Last year was hard. 
It boils down to a true test of char- 
acter, not only for a coach or a 
coaching staff but for every kid in 
that program.” 

Through it all, Aylward has 
maintained the utmost faith in the 
program that has been such a huge 
part of his life all his life. Entering 
this season, he and his staff have 
redoubled their efforts and brought 
renewed enthusiasm to the table. 

“I feel confident with the staff 
that we have,” he said. “They are 
very professional and very knowl- 
edgeable of the game of football. 
But the biggest key is that they 
care about these kids. 

“Everybody has just elevated 
their intensity from last Thanks- 
giving to right now,” he continued. 

“And I truly believe we have put 
ourselves in a position to succeed. 
The attitudes have been great com- 
ing into this year. With these kids, 
we'veused our hard times aslearn- 
ing tools to improve for this sea- 
son.” 

It’s those very attitudes and the 
commitments they spring from that 
will make this season, like so many 
before it, no matter what the final 
record, a win-win proposition for 
coach Brian Aylward.

ing and scoring. He put up 127 
yards and a touchdown in 20 car- 
ries against Everett a year ago en 
route to an excellent personal sea- 
son in the midst of a tough team 
performance.

The left 
tackle will be senior Larry Dingle 
(6-2, 240), with Sinkus (6-2, 235) the 
right tackle provided he can come 
back from an ankle injury. Junior 
Nick LaVita (5-11, 220) is ready to 
fill in for Sinkus. 

The receivers will be big senior 
tight end Jon Takach (6-0, 230) and 
speedy junior wide receiver Jay 
Wagstaff (5-9, 155).

By DOUG WOOD-BOYLE 


now leopards are very rare 

even in their natural habi- 

tat of mountainous central 
Asia and they are even rarer in 
captivity. 

However, it is very easy to 
sight them at the Stone Zoo in 
Stoneham. In fact they can be 
seen in an area that is very 
close to their natural habitat, 
including the markhors in the 
neighboring fenced off area. 

According to the figures from 
the American Zoo and Aquarium 
Association, there are less than 
6,000 of the grey and white spot- 
ted animals in the wild and only 
400 to 600 in captivity. That num- 
ber has been increased by three 
as the Stone Zoo has become 
home to two females and a male 
born to proud parents Tang and 
Sazik. 


The births, in late May, of the 
regal looking cubs is appropri- 
ate as a sign of the continuing 
rebirth of the Stoneham recre- 
ational and educational facility 
itself. It also fits into the mis- 
sion of the Stone Zoo, as set out 
by the parent corporation, Zoo 
New England, which is to breed 
animals on the endangered 
species list according to the 
guidelines set out in the Species 
Survival Plan. 

Some of the plans call for the 
animals to eventually be 
released. However, this is not 
the case with the Zoo’s snow 
leopards. 

Cynthia Mead, site manager 
for the Stone Zoo said, “(The

snow leopard) is often called the 
ghost of the Himalayas.” 

The nickname comes form 
the fact that they coloring 
allows them to blend into the 
rocks and other landscape in the 
their natural areas. In fact, in 
the snow leopard area at the 
Zoo, it is often difficult to see 
them as they rest out in the 
open but on the rocks. 

It has only been recently that 
the cubs have come out for view- 
ing by the public. Up until now, 
they could only be seen on a 
monitor that Zoo officials set up. 

Although they are very pow- 
erful as adults, Zoo officials note 
the snow leopards are “very 
small and helpless at birth.” 

One only has to look at the 
cubs mother, Tang, who is still 
with them to see how powerful 
and agile the animals will be 
come when they are grown. 

‘Tang was one of two female 
snow leopards brought to the 
Stone Zoo from the Lincoln Park 


Zoological Gardens in Chicago, 
Illinois. She and her sister, Jin, 
were brought to the Franklin 
Park Zoo in 1997 and transferred 
to the Stone Zoo last fall to pre- 
pare the area for the breeding. 

According to Mead, Jin is 
Chinese for golden and Tang 
means sugar. 

Jin was taken away when it 
was time to bring in the cubs 
father, Sazik, on loan from the 
Henry Doorly Zoo in Omaha, 
Nebraska. Because the animals 
are territorial and are basically 
loners, Sazik was removed back 
to the Franklin Park Zoo once it 
was learned that Tang had been 
impregnated. 

Jin is now living in the San 
Francisco Zoo and Sazik has 
gone back to the Boston's 
Franklin park. 

In a recent release, Zoo New 
England President Brian 
Rutledge stated, “These snow 
leopard cubs are ambassadors

“As school came to a close 
last year, gaining entrance to 
Wilmington High School 
required more than opening the 
door and walking in, ” notes the 
“Wilmington Town Crier.” 

“In the hall past the front 
door, a school employee sat at a 
desk, with self-adhesive name 
tags and a sign-in book. All 
WHS visitors were required to 
stop at this desk and register 
themselves, before proceeding to 
the principal's office, or another 
part of the school. 

“The creation of the registra- 
tion desk coincided with the 
Columbine, CO high school mas- 
sacre, in which two students - 
armed to tne teeth - killed a 
number of students and faculty, 
and wounded several others. 

“In the wake of the 
Columbine incident, superinten- 
dents everywhere felt their 
blood pressure rise when some- 
one uttered the phrase, ‘school 
security’ 

“In response, schools took 
extra precautions, and several 
employed stricter measures, to 
ensure their school security met 
the ‘Columbine standard’ 


“Just over three months later, 
summer vacation gave school 
officials in Tewksbury and 
Wilmington time to breathe, and 
reexamine school security. It 
also allowed them to look into 
the root problem behind the 
need for school security - their 
students’ mental health. 

“Tewksbury and Wilmington 
schools have restricted the num- 
ber of available school 
entrances, and Tewksbury is 
creating a crisis team-critical 
response plan in conjunction 
with local and regional police. 
Tewksbury will also run pro- 
grams addressing students’ well 
being. 

“As we focus on the academ- 
ic development of our youth, 
said Tewksbury schools superin- 
tendent Dr. Christine McGrath, 
‘it’s important we don’t lose 
sight of our responsibility to 
also help them develop socially 
and emotionally...

There are choices for 


men with prostrate cancer 


Many experts are challenging 
common wisdom that says radi- 
cal surgical removal of certain 
cancers is the best treatment 
option for patients. For years, 
radical mastectomies were per- 
formed on nearly all women 
with breast cancer, with little 
regard for how early the disease 
was caught. 

Now, women have more 
choices, which, for some, means 
leaving their bodies more intact 
yet on the road to good health. 

Today, medical experts are 
raising similar questions about 
the old standard for treating 
prostate cancer. In a radical 
prostatectomy, the urologist 
removes the diseased prostate, 
the gland located below a man’s 
bladder. While this may cure the 


| patients, studies have document- 
| ed a significant incidence of 


troubling side effects following 
surgery, most notably impotence 
and incontinence. 

Researchers have also com- 
pared reports of how men fare 
after surgery to reports on men 
who choose another therapy, 
known as brachytherapy or seed 
implants.

With the Tax Relief Act and 
the recent restructuring of the 
Internal Revenue Service came 
relief from some very tight 
restrictions on deductions of 
business use of the home.

“Principal Place Of Business.”

Autumn is perfect time —~" ~~ 


to check your roof 


Attention homeowners: that 
autumn nip in the air means it’s 
probably time to make sure your 
roof will be protected from ice 
dam problems this winter. 

If you live in a climate where 
it snows, ice dams along roof 
eaves can be a major problem. 
Ice dams can form in cold 
weather from the continual 
thawing and freezing of melting 
snow along the roof eaves, or 
the backup of frozen water or 
slush in the gutters. 


When this occurs, water can 
be forced under the roof, caus- 
ing significant damage to ceil- 
ings, walls and insulation. Often 
the homeowner is unaware of 
this problem until water begins 
to run down the interior walls of 
a home. 

If you‘ve experienced this 
kind of problem in the’past, now 
is probably a good time to con- 
sider re-roofing with a special 
waterproofing underlayment at 
the eaves to ensure against 


water damage from ice dams. A 
waterproofing underlayment 
may also be advisable in non- 
snow areas where gutter accu- 
mulation of leaves, pine needles, 
and the like may cause water 
back-up into the home. 

According to the Asphalt 
Roofing Manufacturers 
Association (ARMA), the self- 
adhered waterproofing underlay- 
ment should be installed in 
place of regular underlayment 
(the “tar paper” that goes under 
shingles) along roof eaves to a 
point at least 24 inches inside 
the exterior wall line of your 
home, as the illustrations shows. 
In regions with heavy snow 
accumulation, it may be neces- 
sary to extend the membrane to 
a point 36 inches inside the wall 
line. 

Any experienced roofing con- 
tractor should be’able to install 
the waterproofing membrane 
easily and properly to prevent 
ice dams. The slight additional 
cost is more than offset by the
